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now that the ban issued on October 7 has been lifted. 

The Massachusetts Division of Marine and 
Fisheries officially lifted the ban as of noon on October 
31 after analysis results showed that the toxin-emitting 
phytoplankton bloom that has plagued Buzzards Bay 
waters for over three weeks has now dissipated. 

In an October 31 letter issued to various towns 
surrounding Buzzards Bay, Mass DMF Director David 
Pierce wrote, "Upon further inspection, the [DMF] has 
determined that the potentially toxic phytoplankton 
bloom of Pseudonitzschia sp. In the waters of Mount 
Hope Bay, Buzzards Bay, Vineyard Sound, Nantucket 
Sound and the south shore of Cape Cod, which can cause 
Amnesic Shellfish Poisoning (ASP), has dissipated." 

Toxicity screening of shellfish samples completed 
by Bigelow Laboratory for Ocean Sciences in Amine, 
as well as DMF labs, concluded that shellfish from the 
specified areas were now safe for human consumption. 

The toxic bloom had closed shellfishing in the 
region, except for bay scallops, sea scallops, and whelks. 


Grassi Bog at Another Standstill

Just when the town thought it was going to move 
past its ongoing Grassi Bog restoration project situation, 
"the saga continues," as Marion Town Administrator Paul 
Dawson put it. 

The Grassi Bog property, under the control of the 
Marion Open Space Acquisition Commission, had just 
finally received its final approval for a third amendment 
to its plan - about three years after the spillway system 
failed during a rainstorm - but now the project has hit 
another snag: bids for the project came in far above 
available funding.

The lowest bid, according to Dawson, was 
for $63,500, while the highest bid was for $161,500. 

The problem, Dawson told the Board of Selectmen on 
November 1, is that the project has only $47,823 to spend. 

"Which will require us to reject all bids because 
there is insufficient funding," said Dawson. 

Apparently, Dawson stated, the cost estimate 
produced by the Natural Resources Conservation Service 
(NRCS), a federal agency, did not factor in the mandated 
prevailing wages for municipal contracts. 

It will take about another month or so to secure 
further funding to repair the water retention system at 
Grassi Bog, although Dawson said he has been assured 
the funding would be forthcoming. 

"But, unfortunately, we will miss the construction 
season," Dawson said. 

In other matters, Dawson said a title search on the 
VFW property has been completed, and now a hazardous 
materials assessment will soon be underway before 
proceeding further in the process of officially acquiring 
the VFW building, which was approved during the 
Special Town Meeting on October 24. 

"Once that is all complete. Town Counsel is 
developing a deed to the property," said Dawson. "We 
would then be ready to close on the property and take 
ownership." 

In other news, Christopher Berg and Donna

presented a check to the Marion Firefighters Association

Berg told the selectmen that a check for the same 
amount was issued to the Marion Recreation Department. 

"We are fortunate that we were able to do this, 
and we look forward to doing it for many years to come," 
said Berg. 

Also during the meeting, the selectmen approved 
the placement of a little library outside the Marion Music 
Hall.

Mattapoisett Schools Planning Tighter 
Security 

Mattapoisett Finance Committee

In the lead up to Fall Town Meeting on November 
21, Mattapoisett 7 s Finance Committee has been meeting 
with department heads. And although it appears as if the 
warrant will be light on articles, conducting the financial 
business of the town remains in high gear. 

Meeting with the committee members led 
by Town Administrator Michael Gagne was School 
Facilities Director Gene Jones. In what Gagne called a

"Once a person is buzzed in, they can go 
anywhere," Jones said. 

The new vestibules will contain visitors near the 


front doors until staff clears them for full entry.

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concern that the Council on Aging is located in the Center 
School building and that restrooms used by adults are 
positioned next to restrooms used by students. Finance 
Committee member Paul Amoruso asked why the COA 
was in the school saying, "It shouldn't be there." He 
voiced longstanding concern about the location of the 
COA and now the Recreation Department is currently 
headquartered in vacant classrooms near the student 
restrooms. Gagne responding to his concerns by asking, 
"Where should we put it?" 

Gagne said that he agreed the location of the COA 
entrance was not "comfortable" and that the bathrooms 
used by COA visitors and staff weren't isolated from the 
corridor used by students and teachers. 

Jones said he had been looking into securing the 
double doors near the COA entrance to prevent someone 
from being buzzed in at that location and accessing the 
school, but that didn't resolve the issue of restrooms. 

There aren't any restroom facilities on the second floor 
where the COA is located. 

Clearly that issue would not be resolved easily 
and the committee agreed that the new security vestibules 
would be a good investment towards protecting the 
students. Jones said that construction would take place 
during the February vacation. 

Jones also informed the committee that 32 
additional security cameras would be installed at Center 
and Hammondtown Schools, and that the police would

have authorized access during emergency incidents. 

Gagne explained that the $60,000 needed for 
these security updates would be moved from the roof 
repair column, that the school department would not be 
asking for new monies, and that the roof repairs would be 
planned for FY18. 

Regarding security upgrades at the junior high 
school, Jones said those would start in June. 

Also meeting with the committee members was 
Water and Sewer Superintendent Henri Renauld. Renauld 
presented a spreadsheet that illustrated a FY17 versus 
FY16 budget for sewer treatment and explained why he is 
planning an increase. 

The FY17 budget remained static year-over-year 
at $350,000, but Renauld explained that Mattapoisett' s 
sewer treatment portion would increase to 13.4 percent, 
with a daily flow increase of 40 percent. He said that due 
to drought conditions, "I and I impacts the system." 

I and I stand for infiltration and inflow. I and I 
create a dilution in systems that decrease the efficiency 
of sewer treatment in turn causing volumes to increase. 
Renauld said, "Water tables are down, you end up with 
more costs..." 

Renauld said he anticipates a deficit of $64,478 
that could be mostly covered by retained earnings. 

Winding up the evening was a meeting with 
Harbormaster Jill Simmons who presented the committee 
with a packet illustrating potential harborside projects.

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Simmons said that once waterfront surpluses had been 
confirmed, everything was on hold. 

The project list contains such items as additional 
dinghy spaces via floats positioned at the Barstow 
Street wharf, the piling work at Mello Wharf, a 
permanent relocation of fire boat at the Barstow Wharf, 
a new harbormaster 25-foot work boat, the setting of 
navigational aids in the harbor, and building and placing 
additional kayak racks. 

On the theme of piling repairs, Simmons 
discussed the serious need to fix problems in "the area 
known affectionately as Hurricane Alley," as she stated it. 

This location between two wharves off Shipyard 
Park is home to skiffs using a cable system. Simmons said 
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that tides affect the viability of using that location. She 
suggested dredging the area and replacing pilings. 

Simmons also said that she is working with town 
counsel to determine whether the town or the skiff owner 
is responsible for ladders affixed to the wharf. She said 
once legal responsibility is determined, a letter will be 
sent to boat owners stating terms and conditions. 

The Mattapoisett Finance Committee will 
continue warrant article review on November 3 at 6:30 
pm in the town administrator's office and again on either 
November 9 or 10.

Bill Notman of 414 Point Road, 
was assisting Jenney as a liaison between the two parties, 
but on October 27, Notman told the board that president 
of The Cove Homeowner's Association Landis Major 
refused to meet to discuss the matter. 

Notman told Major he wanted to see the parties 
discuss hours that The Cove residents would find 
agreeable for Jenney to do his firewood cutting on his 
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property, how large of a wood pile they would approve, 
and the promise that Jenney would keep his equipment 
use as quiet as possible. 

"He said he did not want to do that," said 
Notman. 

According to Notman, Major told him that one 
Cove resident claimed to have sold their property a few 
months back and lost $70,000 on their sale price, blaming 
Jenney 7 s presence at his Point Road property for the 
alleged loss. 

Later in the meeting, some board members 
commented that the $70,000 figure was "hard to believe," 
and unquantifiable. 

"[Notman] did try to talk to me," replied Major. 
"My unwillingness to talk to him is based on what the 
large number of Cove residents have told me . . . that they 
did not want to negotiate with him and that's the only 
reason I did not want to meet." 

Major said there is "no doubt" that Jenney is 
running a business on his residential zone property that 
should be grandfathered under the subsequent zoning 
bylaw because, since the inception of The Cove in 1997 
until 2012, "There was never to anyone's knowledge any 
sign of firewood either for personal or commercial use . . . 
on their land." 

"No town resident has the right to say that zoning 
laws apply to you but not to them," said Major, "and 
that's what we feel is being done at this time." 

Major cautioned the board on opening a 
Pandora's box. 

"You make one exception and all control is lost," 
Major said. 

Mathieu argued that under the current bylaws, 
Jenney' s firewood processing on his property was no 
different than a farm stand exempt from the bylaw, 
citing Massachusetts General Law. Furthermore, he said, 
under the home occupation section, a homeowner is 
allowed under 2,000 square feet of workspace connected 
to a skilled trade "without substantially continuous 
employment." 

Building Inspector Scott Shippey strongly 
disagreed and the two men argued their points. 
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sometimes at the same time. Shippey urged Mathieu to 
read the regulations in their entirety instead of " taking the 
parts that fit your needs." 

When the chairman of the board suggested 
continuing the public hearing again, Mrs. Jenney said out 
loud, "Oh my God, are you crazy?" 

ZBA member Betsy Dunn said, "I think we need 
to continue it because we need [town counsel] to unravel 
this for us." 

"This seems small," said Chairman Marc LeBlanc, 
"but in the long run down the road, this is a biggie." 

The hearing was continued until November 10. 

Also during the meeting, the public hearing for 
Kate Hill, owner of a bed and breakfast seeking to add a

Conservation Commission 
Discusses Shooting Range 

Rochester Conservation Commission

Under acting Chairman Rosemary Smith 
(Michael Conway and John Teal both being absent for 
the meeting), the Rochester Conservation Commission 
opened its November 1 meeting as final board member 
Daniel Gagne hurried into the room. 

Brian Grady of G.A.F. Engineering was on 
hand at the meeting for a simple discussion with the 
commission representing Steve and Sarabeth Morrell, 
who are interested in a property off of County Road. 

"Steve wants to purchase a piece of property, 
but we're looking for your guidance," he explained. "We 
want to make sure that what he can do is appropriate and 
approved before he invests too much into this." 

Morrell then stood up and explained his 
reasoning. 

"I'd like to establish a firing range for the 
property located behind SEMASS," he said. "I've been 
involved in federal law enforcement for years, and I've 


been a firearms instructor since I was nineteen. I teach 
everyone from casual shooters to police and military 
special operations shooters. This has always been a dream 
that my wife and I have kicked around, and a business 
that we'd like to run together. 

Morrell continued, "It would be a private 
endeavor with small-scale training for law enforcement 
and the military. I just don't want to get too far into this if 
it isn't feasible." 

Morrell explained that the property was formerly 
used as a sand lot, and sand was carted away frequently, 
degrading the soil and scraping it below the waterline. 

"It's already a degraded property," he pointed 
out, "and there's not much you can do with it. It's 2.3 
acres; it will be small and closed off." 

"How are you going to protect the wetlands with 
the range there?" asked Kevin Cassidy. 

"My plan is to build 20-foot high backstops, using 
an existing berm which is heavily vegetated already. There 
will be eight-foot thick barriers made of the same material, 
which protects soldiers in Iraq from car bombs. It basically 
creates a nine-foot tall box to shoot out of," Morrell 
explained. 

Cassidy also questioned Morrell about lead 
leaching from the ammunition. 

"Well, if you're on top of lead recovery and 
maintaining soil pH levels, lead never really becomes 
an issue," Morrell replied. Cassidy told him that they 
would expect to see a detailed lead-removal plan for the 
property when it properly came before the Conservation 
Commission. 

Conservation Agent Laurell Farinon noted, "As 
more shooting ranges have moved into town, there have 
been a lot of complaints from neighbors. They're not 
conservation-based complaints, just . . . human-based. I 
think there is an opportunity here, and if it is done well, 
with a solid plan, it can be done." 

"I'm not opposed to it. I don't think any of us 
are opposed to it, but we'll need a wetlands plan," Smith 
told Morrell, giving him a note of confidence before the 
meeting was adjourned. 

Also during the meeting, Jonathan Alexandre 
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filed a Notice of Intent for property located at 127 Mary's 
Pond Road. Alexandre was looking to remove fill placed 
within the wetland resource area and 25-foot No Disturb 
Zone and to restore the areas with a conservation wetland 
seed mix. 

He also requested that the removed fill be 
allowed to remain outside of the 25-foot zone, stabilized 
by loaming and planting of grass. 

Alexandre and his representative, Nick Dufresne, 
were on hand at the meeting as Dufresne pointed out 
plans, which had been revised since the last meeting. 

"The revisions aren't very significant," Dufresne 
pointed out. "The material within the 25-foot No Disturb 
Zone will be used as a turtle nesting habitat. There will 


be a demarcation of the border between the wetland zone 
and the No Disturb Zone. Currently the property owners 
are thinking a line of boulders." 

The board, having heard the clarifications, 
approved the Notice of Intent. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Conservation 
Commission will be held on Tuesday, November 15, at 
7:00 pm in the Rochester Town Hall. 

Grassi Bog Project Granted Another 
Amendment 

Marion Conservation Commission

Three years after a major rainstorm washed out 
the spillway system at Grassi Bog and caused flooding to 
abutting properties, it appears the reconstruction of the 
spillways will finally get underway now that a second 
amendment to the Order of Conditions of the approved 
plan has been approved. 

Marion Open Space Acquisition Commission 
Chairman John Rockwell updated the Conservation 
Commission on October 26 on the latest changes to the 
plan, which include a significant increase in the size of 
a culvert - from a 7-foot 3-inch by 5-foot 11-inch culvert 
to an 8-foot 5-inch by 5-foot 11 -inch culvert. Another 
proposed change is to substitute naturally found bedding 
materials instead of the original "synthetic geotechnical 
fabric." 

Rockwell said MOSAC acquired some additional 
grant money to help fund the larger pipe and substitution 
of natural gravel. 

One structure that was originally slated for 
removal back in 2012 was also left in place because of the 
cost to remove it, the fact that it was right at the edge of 
the pond, and the excavation would have resulted in a 10- 
foot deep hole. 

"Which was probably not the smartest thing to 
do because the dyke could actually let go," Rockwell said. 
"We decided to just fill in what had been broken up and 
leave that . . . [and] I think if [the structure] wasn't there, 
that spillway would've washed out that dyke and we 
would've had a catastrophic . . . flooding situation." 
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Although the commission was poised to approve 
the project. Conservation Commission member Norman 
Hills had some concluding comments about the plans that 
have now been revised three times. 

"I still have a problem with this," said Hills, 
referring to the fact that the aforementioned structure 
was still not marked on the plan. "But we need to get this 
project on the road. . .. At this point in time, we need to 
get the damned job done. After all the time and effort that 
people have looked at it, they still couldn't get it right." 

The next meeting of the Marion Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for November 9 at 7:00 pm at 
the Marion Town House

Tabor Academy Update

At Tabor, it is rare when preparations are not 
taking place for some type of theatrical production.

The cast and crew from The Laramie Project will 
continue working on the performance throughout the 
winter, preparing to showcase it at Ellesmere College 
in England and at other locations around the region in 
spring of 2017. 

This trip is part of a Tabor /Ellesmere College 
Drama Exchange program that began in 1994 and has 
operated on a two-year cycle since 2002. Tabor last 
traveled to England in 2015 when they performed 
The Secret in the Wings, an adaptation of lesser-known 
Grimm fairy tales that are told inside of a larger tale. 

The exchange will also bring a group of students from 
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Ellesmere College to Tabor in April, who will perform for 
the Tabor community during their stay. 

The actors and crew for both shows participate 
in the plays as an after school activity, in lieu of a sport. 
Each day, students gather to rehearse lines, block scenes, 
and take part in the full range of preparations for the 
upcoming performances.

To The Editor: 

The question of whether to renovate the Marion 
Town House at great expense (north of $12 million is great 
expense, in my opinion) or to build a much less expensive 
modern facility to house some municipal services is in 
the hands of the Marion selectmen and the Town House 
Building Committee. I don't believe that posterity - 
meaning the families of our children - will approve of us 
valuing historic preservation above the needs of them and 
their children. 

Elizabeth Taber gave the building that was her 
Tabor Academy to the town, as a gift. She had built a 
beautiful building, because she believed that education 
was worth it. However, when that building no longer 
met the Academy's needs, it was, to her, just surplus, 
something to be handed along. I can't imagine that she 
would be happy if we - her posterity - proved we did 
not learn from her example, that we did not focus on the 
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functions of government and diverted our tax money to 
preserve what she had declared surplus.

talking about, I ask that the THBC charge the planners, 
architects, and engineers of the new building(s) to make 
provision for the advanced technologies that, in the near 
future, will bring greater efficiencies and economies to 
town services. Historic preservation is a wonderful thing, 
but it's an unaffordable luxury until we can be sure that 
the basics are covered.

I realize that I should take my cat to the vet annually to 
get a physical and whatever vaccinations may he due, but 
getting the cat into the cat carrier is a chore. Any hints? 

Cats are not dumb. If they see the cat carrier 
come out they disappear. Some cats don't mind the 
carrier if it is left out all year round. Feed them in the 
carrier, allow them to nap in it, let it be associated with 
more pleasant experiences than a car ride. 

If you haven't gotten the cat to think positively 
about the carrier, put the cat in a bathroom prior to 
getting the carrier out of the basement. That way the 
cat can't disappear. Bring the carrier into the bathroom 
and keep the door closed so the cat won't escape. 
Feliway is a pheromone that may decrease your cat's 
anxiety when it is sprayed or wiped on the carrier.

Kate Plays Christine . Starring Kate Lyn Sheil. Directed 
by Robert Greene. Running time: 112 minutes. No 
MPAA rating; R equivalent for language. Showing at 
the Brattle Theatre in Cambridge from November 4. 

At the beginning and end of Kate Plays Christine, 
as the lead actress Kate (Kate Lyn Sheil) is prepped by 
make-up artists to film her character's suicide, I think 
we're meant to remember Maria Falconetti in The Passion 
of Joan of Arc. Kate wears a wig cap that makes her look 
bald, and her expression bespeaks despair in expectation 
of doom, yet relief that the despair will be over soon. 

The image is allusive and electric, an anomaly in an 
otherwise rigidly interiorized film with bland visuals to 
match. Kate Plays Christine is a sort of documentary, or 
a mockumentary (though mostly laughless), about an 
actress researching her role in a movie that doesn't exist 
outside of the movie being made about it. 

The role is Christine Chubbuck, a Florida TV 
reporter who was notorious for a while back in 1974, 
when she put a gun to the back of her head and pulled the 
trigger while sitting at her newsdesk on live television. 

She prefaced her act with this deathless contemptuous 
snark: "In keeping with Channel 40' s policy of bringing 
you the latest in blood and guts, and in living color, you 
are going to see another first — attempted suicide." That's 
some heavy-duty nihilism, and Chubbuck, cast from the 
same dark mold as Susan Sontag and Anne Sexton, had a 
hooded and harrowed look. Some people are unreachable; 
nobody was ever going to reach this woman or get behind 
those pained, inward-focused eyes. 

For whatever reason, Chubbuck' s story — a 
lonely woman, a virgin at 29, driven to public self- 
execution by the demons she heard gibbering in her head 
after sundown — has inspired two films this year, the 
other being Christine, a more conventionally structured 
biopic. Kate Plays Christine questions its own existence 
and, by extension, that of any movie that presumes to 
speak for the dead, or any male director who tries to 
interpret a female subject. The writer-director Robert 
Greene likes to play with format and interrogate 



performance, and his work here is no different. He uses 
Chubbuck' s tragedy and Kate's immersion in it as a way 
to critique the inherent voyeurism of movie-watching as 
well as the inherent exploitative nature of moviemaking. 

We watch Kate, an earnest 31 -year-old actress 
with soft, sad features, drift around doing research and 
asking questions. Kate is convincing as this meta-version 
of herself, but the footage we see from the movie in which 
she plays Christine looks — intentionally? — amateurish. 
Greene may be saying that this flat, clumsy footage, or 
something like it, is the natural result of any attempt 
to trap the wildness of true experience in the amber of 
narrative. This may all sound intriguing on paper, but in 
practice it's often dull and strained, and we get the queasy 
sense that this woman, likable enough, is beating herself 
up doing something that Kate Plays Christine essentially 
says is not worth doing. 

Whatever the intentions, Kate steeps herself 
in morbid homework, reading up on suicide, buying a 
gun from the same place that sold Chubbuck her gun, 
swimming in (and ruining her wig in) the same waters 
that Chubbuck swam in. In brief, the movie answers any 
possible criticism of itself by pre-emptively including that 
criticism in its DNA. In the end, Kate profanely sums up 
the movie's own self-hatred and lashes out at its audience 
for good measure. Boy, she sure told us. This, at least, feels 
true to the saturnine Christine Chubbuck, but it still gives 
us nothing about her except the surface. For all its self- 
aware shame, the movie doesn't have the stones to ask 
the biggest question: if making a movie and performing a 
role with a suicide at its center is morally dodgy and not 
worth doing, what then makes it worth watching?
